Claims 1-17 are provisionally rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness- type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claim 18 (now renumbered 12) of 
copending application Serial No. 10/100,333, now allowed. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because claim 18 of the 
copending application is directed to processes of applying 
protective layers to images wherein the protective layers contain 
UV absorbing compounds the same as those specifically disclosed 
in applicants' specification and used in the working Examples in 
the specification. The process of claim 18 of the copending 
application does not specifically set forth line speeds as 
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required by the instant claims. However, the only working 
Example in the copending application uses printers and speeds 
exactly the same as the printers and speeds used in applicants' 
working Examples. No other line speeds or printers are disclosed 
in the copending application. Therefore, claim 18 of the 
copending application, when read in light of its specification, 
at least covers processes with line speeds as required by the 
instant claims. Therefore, the instant claims encompass 
processes as set forth in claim 18 of the copending application. 

This is a provisional obviousness- type double patenting 
rejection because the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented.
